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A MINISTERIAL PROGRESS. 
Nor very long since the present Prime Minister of England, 
whose associations and personal experiences of his country 
have been those of a southern inhabitant, made a political tour 
in the north, and gratified a not unreasonable curiosity amongst 
the dwellers in that far region as to what manner of man 
exactly was the statesman who worked such physical and 
This precedent has been just fol- 
lowed by Lord Palmerston’s Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


Parliamentary wonders, 


Although born in Lancashire, Mr. Gladstone’s career has 
caused him to be personally unfamiliar to the dwellers 











in the northern districts, and it can be well understood how 
gladly a population whose politico-economic feelings are in 
such complete accord with those of the Minister of Finance 
would welcome among them a ‘statesman who is doing their 
political work on every possible occasion that occurs to him, 
Accordingly Mr, Gladstone's reception in the north has been 
literally an ovation. Promimency greater than has been 
bestowed upon him it is hardly possible to conceive ; and, with 
a certain canny ingenuity, those who have had the duty of 
entertaining him have paid him the best compliment in their 
power by ministering largely to his supposed tendencies and 








inclinations. They, in common with all mankind, are aware 
that Mr. Gladstone is eloquent; a master of words, to 
which the Homeric epithet of flying is peculiarly applica- 
ble ; they know that he makes long speeches, and piquant 
speeches, and they not unnaturally thought that they would 
best fall in with his humour if they gave him plenty of 
opportunity for public discoursing. Without question the 
right hon. gentleman has made speeches enough to last a 
moderate man a lifetime in the brief space of a few days. 
From morn until long past dewy eve he has been performing an 
intellectual and oratorical tarantella with unabated vigour and 
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no signs of weariness and discontent. But Mr. Gladstone, 
thongh he is oftentimes guilty of a copious rotundity of speech, 
by which he arrives at argumentative conclusions by a mnch 
more roundabout process than most other men, and though he 
does exhibit a somewhat undue readiness to speak, which is 
no doubt founded on the consciousness of power of expression, 
unless it be his deliberate intention, does not utter mere words, 
Although he says a great deal he has always something to say, 
and being, as is supposed, the representative of a section 
of the Cabinet, which, it is prophesied, will survive the 
Palmerstonian era, it is not surprising that his addresses 
during his recent progress should have been watched and 
weighed with an interest which does not attach to the usual 
autumnal speechmaking of public men, even when they are 
Ministers of note. 

Out of the mass of eloquent and graceful speeches which the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has under these circumstances 
delivered there has been gathered more than one matter of 
import. It is true that public affairs in this country are in such 
a condition, everything which relates to them is so well defined 
and patent, that it is not difficult to anticipate what members 
of Parliament and even members of the Government will say 
when they present themselves to audiences who are hoping for 
the delivery of oracles. Of course if such a person. treats of 
foreign affairs he cannot avoid Italy, and he must fall back 
upon America ; and when he dwells on home topics—unhappily 
there is one too prominent and too engrossing not to form the 
main subject of discussion in any public address — and in the 
north especially, it would be utterly impossible not to speak 
ofthe cotton famine. But a Chancellor of the Exchequer whose 
heart it is believed is in his vocation has a special topic 
on which he can if he pleases dilate; he can, if he have 
the mind, as nearly as possible produce an ante-budget, and re- 
hearse at least a portion of the facts and figures which he will 
render to a more select assembly in April next. It is to this 
portion of Mr, Gladstone’s recent speeches that we would in 
the first instance, and indeed mainly, refer. In language 
which, if it was circumlocutory, was certainly not ambiguous, 
we have had an assurance from the Minister specially charged 
with the care of the national purse, and who has professed so 
loudly his desire to limit the use of it, that the attention of 
his colleagues (of his own of course there was no doubt) 
has been seriously and sedulously directed to the question 
of retrenchment in the public expenditure; and _ that, 
so far as is consistent with the security of the country, 
economy and reduction will be found to have been 
ebserved when the annual balance-sheet is presented to 
Parliament. Truth to say, the qualification which has accom- 
panied this declaration, and which is couched in such phrase- 
ology as “reference being had to first and paramount con- 
ditions,” leaves the statement meagre and unsatisfactory ; and 
we will not venture to back its value munch higher than half, or 
at the utmost three-quarters, of a million in the way of retrench- 
ment and reduction, 

But the statement of our national finances, uttered on the faith 
of a Chancellor of the Exchequer and taken on his credit, are 
certainly satisfactory. Looking superficially to the general 
appearance of our trade and commerce in the last half year or 
so, we have been apt to consider it as characterised by dullness, 
while in the case of the cotton manufacture, it has, of course, 
been estimated at utter stagnation. If Mr. Gladstone’s calcu- 
lations have been correct, we have mistaken the absence of 
speculation for quiescence of legitimate business ; whereas, on 
the contrary, if the revenue is to be the test, the elasticity of 
the resources of this country have, perhaps, never been 
more decidedly proved, It is an asserted fact that 
although the income of the country does not show any 
large increase upon the figures of the year, it has been 
maintained at its level, and a little more, under circum- 
stances of peculiar pressure; and therefore, but for that 
pressure, there must have been a large increase, American 
trade has been lost to us, and a great staple of our trade has 
entirely ceased, and we are losers in the item of exports alone 
to the United States of a sum of no less than £9,500,000, while 
our imports thence have shared a similar fate. Nevertheless, 
the revenue in the half of the financial year just elapsed has 
been equal to that of the corresponding period of last year. One 
main cause of this may well have been referred to by Mr. 
Gladstone with something like exultation when he remembered 
the ominous prophecies of those who profess and claim to be 
leading statesmen in England with regard to the effect of the com- 
mercial treaty with France. A single fact is worth an acre of 
declamatory writing, and it will suffice for us to say that on 
the highest official authority we learn that while we have lost 
£9,500,000 in our trade with America we have gained 
£11,500,000 in our trade with France; and this with an 
addition of £1,000,000 to the national exchequer after the 
loss of revenue caused by the diminution of duties under 
the treaty has been supplied. The reductions on other 
sources of taxation, such as hops, the paper duty — 
notably amounting to about £800,000 — which it was said 
were to ensure a dead loss to the revenue, have made no 
sensible alteration in the amount which the Chancellor of the 
Exehequer can place to his credit; that is, if the revenue, 
minus this large item, is of the same amount this year as it 
was last, what harm has the repeal of the duties on hops and 
paper done? In fine, the actual revenue power of the country 
in the Jast six months shows a positive gain of £600,000, or at 
the rate of £1,200,000 per annum. Were we amongst the 
prophets of evil we could, of course, suggest that there are six 
more months to ran before the Finance Minister can make up 
the national balance-sheet to the Ist of April, that we have 
the winter and spring to pass through, and that in many 
respects the prospect is gloomy enough. But it seems to us 
that with such a point of departure as is indicated by the 
financial events of the past half year we may well nerve our- 


selves for any coming struggle, conscious of the inherent 
| strength of the politic, and from a belief that the trade, 
the commerce, the prosperity of England-—based as it is upon 
principles which every year since 1846 has tended to prove to 
be sound and irrefragable—need not and will not succumb 
before temporary and local misfortune, and can well afford to 
bear a check more severe than any which we anticipate will be 
given to them. 

As regards America, we are disposed not to place too much 
stress on the opinions expressed by Mr. Gladstone. A good 
deal of emphasising has been expended on his assertion that the 
South had become a nation; but the phrase seems to us to 
have about it more of the epigrammatic turn of a sentence 
than of an intention to express a political opinion. In 
truth, it needed no Minister — whatever his claim to 
high consideration might be—to inform us of a fact which 
is sufficiently obvious; and it is only as an indication of 
the opinion of a leading member of the Government that the 
statement acquires any importance. In his character of a 
representative of the most liberal section of the Cabinet, it may 
doubtless be taken to be worth something. It may be that it 
is an opinion on which Mr. Gladstone will argue in council, 
and which he will press upon his colleagues,and this, too, 
without laying himself open to accusation of pro-slavery 
tendencies, He, surely, is not the last man amongst us who 
sees that slavery is no longer the question, if it ever was, 
between the contending parties in America, and therefore he 
may well afford to hold, without any impntation, that the 
partition of the old Union, and the independence of the Southern 
States is certain, and a question of no long time. In these sen- 
timents he but represents the prevalence of public opinion in 
this country, which is founded upon no selfish considerations, 
but, viewing the terrible war which is laying waste a great and 
once happy continent, and decimating a once prosperous and 
increasing population, is directed earnestly towards the ces- 
sation of a struggle which.seems likely to be one of extermi- 
nation. If something like satisfaction at the successes of the 
South has glimmered through public opinion in England it, 
we believe, only arose from a feeling that those successes gave 
hopes that an internecine,—nay, a fratricidal—contest was ap- 
proaching its end, Those of us who feel in this way can 
understand exactly what Mr. Gladstone meant when he spoke 
of the affairs of America. It is difficult to imagine that some 
such sense of the condition of things does not influence the 
minds of all his colleagues ; and therefore, however it may be 
considered politic and wise to adhere to the line of conduct 
which Lord Palmerston’s Government has hitherto marked out 
for itself, and to preserve a system of strict non-interference, 
it is not likely, as some persons have hinted, that Mr. Gladstone 
will have to defend himself against a charge of indiscretion in 
relation to the American question in the Cabinet Council which 
is summoned to meet next week,

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PREsIDENT LINCOLN’S proclamation furnishes abundant matter 
for discussion by the American press ; but as, under the bene- 
ficent rule of King Abraham, that press is much less free to 
comment upon public affairs than is the journalism of France, 
the criticism of Union writers is of a hesitating kind—that is 
to say, where disapproval of the proclamation has to be ‘set 
forth, Point-blank opinion might consign the utterer to 
a prison whence release is not very easy, and there- 
fore those who dislike the President's act go very little 
further than speculation as to its possible results, Of 
-course those who desire to praise it are permitted to do 
50 with the utmost vigour of almost profane laudation, 
Indeed, one journal accords to it an origin which we are afraid 
to describe, one which would entitle it to be read alternately 
with mandates which both sides appear to have forgotten in 


«the excitement of fratricide. The opinion of most Americans 


would. seem to be that the proclamation has complete! the 





work of separation and has widened the rift in the rock ; and 
all apparently agree that it would be impossible for any reunion 
to be accomplished while the author of that document should 
remain at the head of the State. Mr. Lincoln himself, like most 
weak men when they have done violent things, is very self-dis- 
trustful, and “ hopes to God that he has made no mistake.” The 
war news is scant; the dead have been counted, and the 
number is fearfully in advance of what had been put forward 
as an estimate. There has been no detailed official account 
of the great battle which repelled the Confederates, and it is 
naturally surmised that the Republic of the North was at one 
time in greater peril than the Government chooses should be 
pointed out by military critics, The movements of the Con- 
federates are variously described ; but another engagement was 
expected. It seems hardly worth mentioning amid such a crisis, 
and yet the fact is characteristic of American manners, that 
President Lincoln has given special audience to a person named 
Train, who was for.a short time a little notorious in London— 
this man having merited the notice of his President by a furious 
speech, in which he denounced England as a nation of cowards 
and bankrupts and expressed his hopes for the success of an 
Irish rebellion, Would a person who had said a tenth part as 
much against the Americans be received by an English Minister? 
Yet the Americans affect surprise when told that they display 
animosity towards us. We must now await in meekness,the 
storm that will follow their receipt of Mr. Gladstone's and Sir 
G. Lewis’s speeches, in which the success of the South is described 
as all but certain. 

The Prussian crisis ought to interest English readers more 
than it does, for we are intimately allied with the family of the 
King, and, moreover, the struggle is one of those Parliamentary 
efforts against Absolutism—one of those combats on which 
students of English history delight to dwell, The King is not, 
we believe, a despot at heart, in spite of the malignings of 
anonymous narrators of forgotten scandals; but he does not 
see his way clearly. He wants a noble army with which to 
protect Prussia; but he will not let his people unite with him 
in making such an army, and the result is collision, which, for 
the moment, is ended by an act of prerogative. But another 
solution is imperatively demanded. 

Our Premier has been making speeches in the south of 
England, and, it is needless to say, has been making good ones, 
Especially at Southampton, Lord Palmerston has been heard to 
advantage, and the whole story of the business in which he 
appeared is a curious one. A sceptical personage leaves a large 
sum of money for an institution, and sixty out of a hundred 
thousand pounds of the money are squandered in law; an 
edifice is raised with the balance, and an English Minister 
inaugurates the place with an unusually emphatic appeal 
in favour of religion and religious education—sic ros non vobis, 
To a speech by the War Secretary, who declines to say that the 
South is yet independent, though he has no doubt of the issue, 
we have adverted, It is pleasant to find Mr. Cobden and Mr, 
Nesbit Hamilton (known in the House as Mr. Christopher) 
at the same banquet, haranguing the farmers on the duty of 
improving their practices. 

A fearful railway accident has occurred between Glasgow 
and Edinburgh, with the loss of seventeen lives. Life has 
also been lost on two other lines; in one of the cases, that of 
a Dover express travelling at portentous speed, the escape of 
the passengers was extraordinary. There is no other domestic 
event of interest ; but we ought to record, to the credit of 
Mr. Mansfield, the magistrate, that he has done something to 
put down the national scandal involved in the incessant per- 
secution of such a man as Mr, Babbage by vulgar neighbours. 
Five or six of their agents have been heavily fined. The
